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(54) Online Shopping System 



(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make it possible to provide goods information and order goods through 
a network, to immediately acquire the most recent goods information, and to sort and display the goods 
information. 

SOLUTION: A catalogue window 500 is composed of three areas: A menu bar 501 for starting the 
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individual functions of an on-line shopping system; a goods information display area 502 for displaying 
goods information; and a tool bar 503 for displaying agents and contents of order lists. When a user clicks 
a book thickness button (for page-turning) 523 using a mouse, goods information is displayed in a 
catalogue display format. A goods individual display format and a goods name list display format are also 
provided, and at the time of switching these three display formats, any one of an individual display button 
505, a catalogue display button 506 and a table display button 507 is pressed. When the updating 
information button 508 is depressed, the most recent catalogue information can be acquired. 
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Scope of Claims 

Claim 1 

An online shopping system in which personal catalogs relating to goods are multiply displayed on screen; 
order entry fields for these personal catalogs are provided along with the goods name, an image of the 
goods, its price, and the number of units ordered; 

and in which the total monetary amount of the goods that are selected is displayed in the total price 
display area provided on screen when the number ordered is entered in the order entry field. 

Claim 2 

An online shopping system wherein a display indicating "sold out" is superimposed on the goods image 
in the aforesaid display when the goods are sold out, and there is no display in the order entry field. 

Claim 3 

An online shopping system that moreover has a display to the effect that there is a bargain sale in the 
aforesaid personal catalogs. 

Claim 4 

An online shopping system that sends messages with the home service agent when new information is 
sent from the server during the aforesaid processing. 

Claim 5 

An online shopping system in which prior to the processing in Claim 1, a purchasing limit is set and a 
message is sent when the aforesaid total amount exceeds the purchasing limit. 

Claim 6 

An online shopping system in which the goods images displayed in the personal catalogs in Claim 1 
display the goods ordering processing minutes. 

3. Detailed Description of the Invention 

0001 

Technical Field of the Invention 

This invention relates to online shopping systems that go through networks to provide goods information 
and to perform ordering. 

0002 

Prior Art 

Recent years have seen a wide variety of types of shopping. For example, there is the method in which 
consumers go directly to stores, pay the prices for goods, and purchase the goods. Also, there is the 
method in which store clerks go directly to consumer homes, take orders, and the store clerk brings to the 
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goods that were ordered by the consumer to the consumer's home at a later date, at which time the 
consumer pays the price of the goods. 

0003 

There is also the mail order method where, for example, these stores sends to the consumer's home a 
paper catalog, the consumer looks at the catalogue for goods that he or she wishes to purchase, completes 
an order form, and males the order form to the store. In this method, and express home delivery service 
delivers the goods to the home of the consumer from the store at a later date, and the purchase price is 
deducted from the consumer's bank account by direct deposit in order to make payment. 

0004 

There are other forms of mail-order. There is the method in which the store provides goods information 
over a network without sending paper catalogs to consumer homes. The consumer views the goods 
information thus provided and searches for products he or she wishes to purchase, inputting the number of 
sets he or she wishes to purchase, placing an order to the store for the goods over the network. In this 
method as well, the goods are delivered to the consumer's home from the store by express home delivery 
service at a later date, and the purchase price is deducted from the consumer's bank account by direct 
deposit in order to make payment. 

0005 

Problems Which in the Invention is Intended to Resolve 

The following is an explanation of the issues associated with the 2 methods outlined above: the paper 
catalog method and the network method in the above-describe mail-order sales. 

0006 

The paper catalog method is excellent in terms of the use of viewing goods information and familiarity. 
0007 

On the other hand, this method has certain problems such as the fact that a great deal of resources (paper) 
are consumed in the production of catalogs, it takes a certain amount of time to get goods information to 
consumers, and also that it takes a certain amount of time for consumers' goods orders to reach the store. 

0008 

Conversely, while the network method offers the advantages of consuming few resources for the 
production of catalogs, the ability to provide goods information immediately to consumers, and the ability 
to get orders from consumers immediately to the store, the method is defective from the standpoint that it 
is difficult to view and understand goods information by individuals who are not familiar with the use of 
computers, and the process of ordering goods is difficult for these individuals.

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Therefore, it is an objective of the present invention to incorporate both the advantages of paper catalogs 
and the provision of goods information over networks to provide an online shopping system. 

0010 

Means of Solving the Problems 

Through this invention, an online shopping system is provided that disposes on screen a user interface in 
album format and lays out and displays goods information (photographs of goods, names of goods, the 
form in which they are sold, pricing). 

0011 

Furthermore, through this invention, an online shopping system is provided which includes a function that 
enables users to search for goods information with images that are turned as album pages. 

0012 

Moreover, through this invention an online shopping system is provided that includes a user interface that 
enables the entry of the number of goods orders sets into an order input field while the user searches for 
goods information by means of an order input field that is displayed at the same time as the album format 
goods information display. 

0013 

Furthermore, through this invention an online shopping system is provided that includes a function that 
enables the user to perform ordering over the network after inputting the number of orders sets into the 
order input field. 

0014 

Also, through this invention an online shopping system is provided that includes a function that enables 
the user to obtain over the network the most recent goods information. 

0015 

Through this invention, it is easy for the user to view and understand goods information because goods 
information is displayed in album format. 

0016 

Furthermore, through this invention is easy for the user search goods information because a page turning 
function is provided. 

0017 

Moreover, through this invention the user can enter the number of sets of goods to order into the order 
entry field while searching for goods information because of the order entry field provided in the goods 
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information display area, affording a high level of efficiency and goods ordering. 
0018 

Furthermore, through this invention the user can immediately transmit goods ordering information to the 
goods information provider by means of the function that is provided perform goods ordering over the 
network. 

0019 

Also, through this invention the goods information provider can immediately provide the most recent 
goods information to users by means of the function that acquires the most recent goods information over 
the network. 

0020 

Preferred Embodiments of the Invention 

The following description of embodiments of the invention is made with reference to the drawings. A 
food product is used as the example in these embodiments. 

0021 

Figs 1-3 show the data structure used as the data model in this embodiment. Figs. 1-3 show the data 
models of the online shopping system 1 installed in the PCs of each home user. Moreover, the online 
shopping system 1 has 2 types of data, and Figs. 1 and 2 show goods information data models provided 
from the merchant to users. Fig. 3 shows the user personal information data model. 

0022 

The online shopping system 1, as shown in Fig. 1, is comprised of multiple catalogs 2, cooking recipes 3, 
order forms 4, purchasing history 5, and personal catalogs 6. 

0023 

The catalogs 2 which are one of the constituent elements of the online shopping system 1 are comprised 
of multiple classified items 7 catalog IDs 8, catalog titles 9, catalog icons 10, valid period 11, and 
homepage addresses 12. Moreover, the catalogs 2 corresponds to catalog data 17, and Fig. 4 shows the 
data structure of the catalog data 17. Catalog IDs correspond to catalog IDs 8, and our unique values 
that indicate the identification numbers for each personal catalog. Catalog titles correspond to catalog 
titles 9, and these are the titles displayed on the catalog cover 522. The catalog icon filename 
corresponds to the catalog icon and, and stores the icon image file name serving as the image for each 
personal catalog 2. The catalog icons 10 belong to the icon library 20. The beginning of the valid 
period and the end of the valid period correspond to the valid period 1 1, and these store the valid periods 
of each personal catalog 2. The homepage address corresponds to the homepage addresses 1 2, and these 
store the homepage URLs containing relevant information for each of the personal catalogs 2. 
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0024 

Furthermore, the classified items 7 which are one of the constituent elements of the catalogs 2, are 
comprised of multiple items 13, classified item IDs 14, classified item titles 15, and classified item icons 
16. Moreover, the classified items 7 correspond to classified items data 1 8, and Fig. 5 is a table showing 
the data structure of the classified items data 18. The classified item IDs correspond to the classified 
item IDs 14, and these are unique values indicating the identification numbers of each classified item. 
The classified item titles correspond to classified item titles 15, and are the item names displayed in the 
table of contents 541. 

0025 

The classified item icon file names correspond to the classified item icons 16, and these store the icon 
image file names that image the individual last vacation items 7. The classified item icons 16 belonged 
to the icon library 20. Also, the catalog IDs are related to the catalog IDs in Fig. 4, and the parent 
classified item IDs are related to the classified item IDs in Fig. 5. 

0026 

Further, the items 13 that are a constituent element of the classified items 7 are comprised of item IDs 31, 
item titles 32, original data 33, thumbnail images A 34, thumbnail images B 35, standards 36, standard 
prices 37, selling prices 38, specifications 39, date of update 40, number of shopping units 41, and 
personal catalog registration 42, as shown in Fig. 2. Moreover, the specifications 39 are comprised of 
flag information 43, other goods information 44, and link information 45. Also, the items 13 correspond 
to the items data 19, and Fig. 6 is a table showing the data structure of the items data 19. The items IDs 
correspond to the item's IDs 31, and are unique values indicating the individual item identification 
numbers. The item titles correspond to the item titles 32 and indicate the titles of individual goods. 
The original image file names correspond to the original data 33, and store the names of the original data 
files 46 containing still and moving images showing individual goods. 

0027 

The thumbnail image file name 1 corresponds to the thumbnail image A 34 while the thumbnail image file 
name 2 corresponds to the thumbnail image B 35, and these store the names of the thumbnail image file A 
and thumbnail image file B which contain compressed images of the original data 33. Also, the 
standards correspond to the standards 36, the standard prices to the standard prices 37, the selling prices 
to the selling prices 38, and the messages correspond to the other product information 44 serving as 
individual goods information. The flag information corresponds to the flag information 43 and this 
stores information in the form of flags for whether or not goods are handled, bargains, new product 
introductions, price reductions, and sold out. The link information corresponds to link information 45, 
and this stores the individual goods related information (websites of producing areas, recipes, and the 
like). The other goods information corresponds to the other goods information 44, and this stores the 
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information about producing areas, manufacturers, goods specifications, and the like. The most recent 
data corresponds to the most recent data 40, and this stores the date and time when the information for 
each individual item 13 was the most recent. The catalog ID is related to the catalog IDs in Fig. 4, and 
the classified item IDs are related to the classified item IDs in Fig. 5. The number of shopping units 41 
and personal catalog registration 42 in Fig. 1 is data input by the user, and the online shopping system 
outputs this to the order form file 49 and to the personal catalog file. 

0028 

Furthermore, the cooking recipes 3 which are one of the constituent elements of the online shopping 
system 1 of Fig. 1 are comprised of the name of the cuisine, the cooking ID, the cooking title, the cooking 
recipe image, comments, ingredients, and method of preparation. 

0029 

The order form 4 which is a constituent element of the online shopping system 1 shown in Fig. 1 is 
comprised of multiple items 1 3 as shown in Fig. 3. Moreover, each item 1 3 is comprised of item IDs 3 1 , 
the number of shopping units 41, and the date of purchase 61. Also, the order form 4 corresponds to the 
order form data 49, and a table in Fig. 7 shows the data structure of the order form data 49. He item IDs 
correspond to the item IDs 31, and these store the goods item IDs 31 users enter the number of shopping 
units 41. The number of units to be purchased corresponds to the number of shopping units 41, and 
these are the number of sets in the form in which the goods are sold individually that have been entered 
by the user. The date of purchase corresponds to the date of purchase 61, and this stores the date on 
which the user has entered the number of shopping units 41 . 

0030 

Furthermore, the purchasing history 5 which is one of the constituent elements of the online shopping 
system 1 shown in Fig. 1 is comprised of item IDs 3 1, date of purchase 61, number of shopping units 41, 
and the monetary amount of shopping. 

0031 

Moreover, the personal catalogs which are a constituent element of the online shopping system 1 shown 
in Fig. 1 is comprised of multiple items 13, as shown in Fig. 3. Further, the individual items 13 are 
comprised of item IDs 31, date of registration 62, the favorites flags 63, the purchasing interval 64, and 
the number of units to be purchased 65. Also, the personal catalogs 6 correspond to the personal 
catalogs data 50, and Fig. 8 is a table showing the data structure of the personal catalog data 50. The 
item IDs correspond to the item IDs 31, and these store the goods item IDs 31 when users perform 
personal catalog registration 42. The favorites correspond to the favorites flags 63, and these flags 
indicate whether or not users are periodically purchasing individual goods. When the favorites flags 63 
is on, the online shopping system stores the purchasing interval (corresponding to the purchasing interval 
64), and the number of units to be purchased (corresponding to the number of units to be purchased 
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65). 
0032 

Next, the program processing of this preferred embodiment of the invention will be explained with 
reference to the PAD shown in Fig. 9 and the screenshots shown in Figs. 10-34. 

0033 

As shown in Fig. 9, "Start of online shopping system 1," when the user starts the program, the online 
shopping system 1 performs initialization processing 101, opens the database 102, performs data 
loading/table creation 103, creates a catalog screen/catalog cover display 104, and displays a catalog 
window 500 as shown in Fig. 10. 

0034 

The catalog window 500 is comprised of a menu bar 501, a goods information display area 502, and the 
toolbar 503. 

0035 

Moreover, the menu bar is comprised of a table of contents 504, an individual display button 505, catalog 
buttons 506, a list button 507, an the most recent information button 508, an inquiry button 509, a recipe 
button 510, a search button 511, a history button 512, a file button 513, and environment settings button 
514, and a close button 515. The table of contents 504 displays the catalog titles 9. 

0036 

Furthermore, the toolbar 503 is comprised of an agent standby area 516 and an order form content display 
area 517. The agent standby area 516 displays the catalog guidance agent 518. Also, the order form 
content display area 517 displays the total monetary amount of purchased goods 519 contained in the 
order form at the present time. 

0037 

Moreover, the goods information display area 502 is comprised of the catalog guidance agent 520, the 
catalog guidance message 521, the catalog cover 522, and the book thickness button (for paging forward) 
52. The catalog recommendation agent 520 and the catalog recommendation message 521 provide 
information about the catalogs that are displayed (order deadlines, and the like). The catalog cover page 
522 displays the catalog title 9, catalog issue number, the ordering period, and delivery dates. 

0038 

"Searching by table of contents 504" As shown in Fig. 11, when the user clicks the pull down 

button of the table of contents 504, the system opens the table of contents window 541. The table of 
contents window 541 consists of the catalog titles 9, catalog icons 10, classified item titles 15, and 
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classified item icons 16. When the user clicks either the titles or the icons in the table of contents 
window 541, the system starts search processing 108 with the table of contents 504 and displays the 
relevant classified goods information from the beginning in the goods information display area 502. 

0039 

"Display to the goods information display area 502", "Catalog display format 551" As shown in Fig. 12, 
when the user clicks the catalog button 506, the system starts catalog display processing 1 10 and displays 
multiple goods in catalog images in the goods information display area 502 (catalog display format 551). 
In the catalog display format 551, when the user clicks the book thickness button (for paging forward) 
523 or the book thickness button (for paging backwards) 524, the system pages through the book, paging 
in the forward or backward direction to display the catalog in similar images, and as shown in Fig. 13, 
displays other goods information. Moreover, when the user performs a search using the table of contents 
504, the system will perform this kind of page turning operation. When the system performs a page 
turning operation, it starts the catalog display process 1 10. 

0040 

The following is a detailed description of catalog display processing 110. When the system starts 
catalog display processing 110, the book jacket 556, took thickness button (for paging forward) 523, and 
the book thickness button (for paging backwards) 524 are formed and placed within the goods 
information display field 552. Next, the system reads in item data 19 and order form data 49 for each 
item from a database and displays goods information in the goods information display field 552. 

0041 

There are 2 methods for goods information display. When the system reads in item data 19, flag 
information is discriminated from the data table shown in Fig. 6. The flag information is information 
relating to special sales 553 and new product introductions 554. When a special sale 553 or a new 
product introduction 554 are indicated by a flag, the system displays information for single item in the 
goods information display area 552 as shown in Fig. 12. Moreover, when a special sale 553 or new 
product introduction 554 are not indicated by a flag the system displays information for 2 items 13 in the 
goods information display field 552 as shown in Fig. 13. 

0042 

The following is a description of the two methods for goods information display to describe in detail the 
content of goods information displays. When there is a special sale 553 or new product introduction 554, 
the system will display in the goods information display field 552 icons indicating the number of 
purchase items 41, thumbnail images B 35, the selling price 38, and whether it is a special sale 553 or in 
new product introduction 554. The number of shopping units 41 is read in an edited according to the 
number of purchase items in Fig. 7 (data table for the order form to data 49). The thumbnail images B 
35 are distinguished from the contents of the two thumbnail image file names in Fig. 6 (item data 19 data 
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table), and the relevant thumbnail image file B 48 is read in, edited, and displayed. Special sales 553 or 
new product introductions 554 are distinguished from the flag information content in Fig. 6, and the 
relevant icon is displayed. 

0043 

In the case of special sales 553 or new product introductions 554, the system will display the number of 
shopping units 41, thumbnail images A 34, and the selling price 38 in the product information display 
field 552. The display method for the number of shopping units 41 is the same for a special sales 553 
and for new product introductions 554. The thumbnail images A 34 are determined from the content of 
the thumbnail image file names 1 in Fig. 6 (data table for item data 19), and the relevant thumbnail image 
file A47 is read and displayed. The item title 32 and standards 36 are stated ahead of time in the image. 
The selling price 38 uses the same display method as special sales 553 and new product introductions 
554. 

0044 

The following is a description of another two functions belonging to the catalog display format 551. 
The first is the number of units to be purchased input function. As shown in Fig. 13, when the user 
presses the mouse button over the number of shopping units 41, the system performs a hop-up display of 
the units input window 555. If the user continues to depress the mouse button, the value of the number 
of shopping units 41 is selected by moving the mouse over at the units input window 555. When the 
user releases the mouse button, the value selected by the user in the number of units to be purchased is 
set. The system then updates the value selected by the user of the number of units to be purchased of 
Fig. 7 (order form data 49 data table). 

0045 

Another function is the over-budget notification. The user presets an upper limit for the total monetary 
amount of purchase goods indicated in Fig. 14. When the user performs an input operation of the 
number of shopping units 41, the system updates the total monetary amount of purchased goods 519. If 
the upper limit of the total monetary amount of purchased goods 519 exceeds the upper limit set by the 
user, the system displays the order form content display area 519 in reverse and displays an over-budget 
notification agent 557. 

0046 

"Goods individual display format 601" As shown in Fig. 15, when the user clicks the 

individual display button 505, the system starts goods individual display processing 109, and displays 
detailed information relating to goods for a single product in the goods information display area 502 
(goods individual display format 601). When the user clicks they goods information selection tab 605 in 
the goods individual display format 601, the system displays goods information about a separate product. 
Also, even when the user performs a search using the table of contents 504, the system will display 
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information about another product, as shown in Fig. 16. The system will start goods individual display 
processing 109 when information about another product is displayed. 

0047 

The following is a detailed description of goods individual display processing 109. When the system 
starts goods individual display processing 109, a goods information selection tab 605, goods information 
display field A 602, a goods information display field B 603, and a goods information display field C 604 
are disposed. Next, the system reads a single item's data 19 and order form data 49 from a database, and 
displays the goods information in the goods information display field A 602, the goods information 
display field B 603, and the goods information display field C 603. 

0048 

The following is a detailed description of the goods information display content. The system displays 
icons in the goods information display field A 602 indicating the number of shopping units 41, the item 
title 32, standards 36, original data 33, selling price 38, and whether it is a special sale 553 or a new 
product introduction 554. The content of the display and display method of the number of shopping 
units 41, the selling price 38, and whether it is a special sale 553 or new product introduction 554 is the 
same as that for the catalog display format 551. The standards 36 are read, edited and displayed from 
the standards in Fig. 6. The original data 33 is chosen from the content of the original image file names 
in Fig. 6, and the relevant original data 46 is read and displayed. 

0049 

Furthermore, the system displays other goods information 44 and link information 45 in the goods 
information display field B 603. 

0050 

Other goods information 44 is read, edited, and displayed from the other goods information in Fig. 6. 
Link information 45 is read, edited, and displayed from the link information in Fig. 6. When the user 
clicks the link information 45, the system displays the window containing the relevant information 
(cooking recipes, websites) relating to the goods being sold. 

0051 

Furthermore, the system displays messages 606 in the goods information display field C 604. Messages 
606 are read, edited, and displayed from the messages in Fig. 6. 

0052 

Additionally, the goods individual display format 601 has of the purchasing units input function indicated 
in Fig. 16 similar to the catalog display format 551, and the over-budget notification function shown in 
Fig. 14. 
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0053 

"Goods name list display format 63 1" As shown in Fig. 17, when the user clicks the list display 

button 507, the system starts goods name list display processing 111 and displays goods information 
pertaining to one of the classified items 7 in list format in the goods information display area 502 (goods 
name list display format 631). When the user performs a search with the table of contents 504 in goods 
name list display format 631, the system displays goods information pertaining to a separate classified 
item 7. 

0054 

The system starts goods name list display processing 111 when displaying information about another 
goods. 

0055 

The following is a detailed description of goods name list display processing 111. A list frame is formed 
when the system starts goods name list display processing 111, the system reads items data 19 and order 
form data 49 for each item from a database and displays goods information in a list. 

0056 

The following is a detailed description of goods information display content. The system displays in a 
list icons indicating the number of shopping units 41, the item title 32, standards 36, selling price 38, and 
whether it is a special sale 553 or a new product introduction 554. The display content and display 
method for the number of shopping units 41, items title 32, standards 36, selling price 38, and whether it 
is a special sale 553 or a new product introduction 554 is the same as that used for catalog display format 
551 and goods individual display format 601. 

0057 

Additionally, the goods name list display format 631 has the number of units to be purchased input 
function shown in Fig. 17 and the over-budget notification function shown in Fig. 14 similar to the 
catalog display format 55 1 and the individual display format 601 . 

0058 

"Order form display window 65 1 display and purchased goods ordering" When the user 

presses the order form button 632 shown in Fig. 17, the system starts order form display processing 123, 
and opens the order form window 651 that displays information about goods the user is purchasing as 
shown in Fig. 18. The order form window 651 is comprised of the list sort 652, the purchased goods 
information display area 653, the purchased goods total monetary amount display area 654, the selected 
goods display button 655, the return to the catalog button 656, and the order button 657. Moreover, the 
purchased goods information display area 653 is comprised of the purchasing units 41, the item titles 32,

standards 36, selling price 38, and the monetary amount of shopping. Furthermore, the purchased goods 
total monetary amount display area 654 displays the purchased goods total monetary amount 519. 

0059 

The following is a detailed description of each of the constituent elements. The list sort 652 contains 
information pertaining to sorting the display of the purchased goods information display area 653, and the 
system displays this in a pull down list. When the user clicks information on this pull down list, the 
system sorts the display of the purchased goods information display area 653. 

0060 

The number of shopping units 41, the item titles 32, standards, selling price 38 display content and 
method of display for the purchased goods information display area 653 is the same as that for the catalog 
display format 551, the goods individual display format 601, and the goods name list display format 631. 
The monetary amount of shopping 658 is calculated by the system on the basis of the number of shopping 
units 41 and the selling prices 38 and displayed. The user can change the value of the number of 
shopping units 41 with a mouse click. The method of performing this change is the same as that for the 
catalog display format by 51, the goods individual display format 601, and the goods name list display 
format 63 1 number of purchases input function. 

0061 

When the user makes a goods information selection with a mouse click in the purchasing goods 
information display area 653 and presses the display button for the selected goods, the system closes the 
order form window 651 and displays the information for the user-selected goods in goods individual 
display format 601. 

0062 

Moreover, when the user presses the return to catalog button 656, the system closes the order form 
window 651 and makes to the catalog window 500 active. 

0063 

The following is a description of the goods ordering method. When the user presses the order button 
657, the system since the information about the goods that is displayed in the purchasing information 
display area 653 to the server and places a goods order. 

0064 

When the goods order is complete and an order result is sent back from the server, the system displays an 
order content confirmation window 661 as shown in Fig. 19. When the user presses the OK button 662, 
the system closes the order content confirmation window 661 and makes the catalog window 500 active. 
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0065 

"Agent display" "Display of the shopping recommendation agent 67 1 " 

When the user mouse-clicks the shopping recommendation agents 633, the system starts shopping 
recommendation agent processing 120 and analyzes the goods information database and the personal 
information database, opening the shopping recommendation agent window 671 as illustrated in Fig. 20. 

0066 

The shopping recommendation agent 671 is comprised of the recommendation message 672, the 
recommended goods 673, the reason for recommendation 674, the goods detailed display button 675, the 
scroll button 676, and the close button 677. 

0067 

The following is a detailed description of the constituent elements. The recommendation message 672 
displays the initial message of the shopping recommendation. 

0068 

The recommended goods 673 displays the name of the recommended goods (item title 32). 
0069 

The reason for the recommendation 674 displays the reason for recommending the goods. 
0070 

When the user presses the goods detailed display button 675, the system closes the shopping 
recommendation agent window 671 and displays the recommended goods information in goods 
individual display format 601 . 

0071 

When the user presses the scroll button 676, the system switches from the recommended goods to another 
goods. 

0072 

When the user presses the close button 677, the system closes the shopping recommendation agent 
window 671 and makes the catalog window 500 active. 

0073 

"Display of shopping consultation agent window 681 " 

When the user mouse-clicks the shopping consultation agent 634 illustrated in Fig. 17, the system starts 
shopping consultation agent processing 121, analyzes the goods information database and the personal 
information database, and opens the shopping consultation window 681 illustrated in Fig. 21. 
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0074 

The shopping consultation agent window 681 is comprised of the consultation message 681, question 
button 683, response 684, and the close button 685. 

0075 

The following is a detailed description of the constituent elements. The consultation message 682 
displays the name of the goods that is the subject of the consultation in the initial message in the shopping 
consultation (item title 32). 

0076 

When the user presses the question button 683, the system displays a response 684. 
0077 

When the user presses the close button 685, the system closes the shopping consultation agent window 
681 and makes the catalog window 500 active. 

0078 

"Obtaining the most recent catalog information" "Display of the most recent catalog information" 
As shown in Fig. 22, when the user mouse-clicks the most recent information button 508, the system 
starts most recent information acquisition processing 112, begins information acquisition from the server, 
and displays a notification message indicating acquisition of the most recent catalog information 701 in 
the goods information display area 502. When the system completes acquisition of the most recent 
catalog information, it updates the flag information 43 (the item data 19 table in Fig. 6 corresponds to the 
flag information). Next, the system deletes the message indicating acquisition of the most recent catalog 
information 701, judges the flag information in Fig. 6, and displays a discount 702 or sold out 703 
information in the goods information display area 502, as illustrated in Figs. 23-25. 

0079 

In catalog display format 551, the system displays discounted 72 or sold out 703 information on the 
image of each individual goods (thumbnail image A 34 or thumbnail image B 35), as shown in Fig. 23. 
Moreover, when sold out 703 information is displayed, the system does not display the number of 
shopping units 41. 

0080 

In goods individual display format 601, the system displays discount 702 or sold out 703 information on 
the images of each individual goods (original data 33), as shown in Fig. 24. Furthermore, when it 
displays sold out 703 information, the system does not display the number of shopping units 41 . 
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0081 

In goods name list display format 631, the system displays discount 702 information on the left hand side 
of the selling price 38, and sold out 703 information in the number of shopping units 41 area, as shown in 
Fig. 25. 

0082 

"Display of the most recent catalog information guidance agent window 712" 

When the system finishes obtaining the most recent catalog information, it displays the most recent 
information agent 711 in the agent standby area 516, as shown in Fig. 26. Next, when the user uses a 
mouse to click the agent standby area 516, the system starts most recent information agent processing 122, 
analyzes the goods information database and the personal information database, and opens the catalog 
most recent information guidance agent window 712, as shown in Fig. 27. The catalog most recent 
information guidance agent window 712 is comprised of a guidance message 713, a list of discounted 
goods 714, a list of sold-out goods, and a close button 716. 

0083 

The following is a detailed description of the constituent elements. The guidance agent 713 displays the 
most recent messages in most recent catalog information guidance. 

0084 

The list of discounted goods 714 displays the items that are distinguished according to system flag 
information in Fig. 6 (item data 19 data table), and discounts 702 are extracted from the items 13 that are 
displayed according to flags, with the system displaying the item titles 32, standards 36, and selling price 
38 in list format. At this time, the system displays in reverse goods that are registered in the order form 4 
in the list of discounted goods 714. 

0085 

The list of sold-out goods 715 displays the items that are distinguished according to system flag 
information in Fig. 6, and sold out 703 items 13 that are displayed are extracted according to flags, and 
the system displays the item title 32, standards 36, and the selling prices 38 in list format. At this time, 
the system displays in reverse goods that are registered in the order form 4 in the list of sold-out goods 
715. 

0086 

Furthermore, when the user presses the close button 716, the system closes the catalog most recent 
information guidance agent window 712. 

0087 

At this time, when there are goods that are registered in the order form 4 in the list of sold-out goods 715,

the system opens up the shopping memo registration recommendation window 717, as shown in Fig. 27. 
Next, when the user presses the registration button 718, goods registered in the order form 4 in the list of 
sold-out goods 715 are registered in the shopping memo and are deleted from the order form 4. If the 
user presses the do not register button 719, [goods that are registered in the order form 4] are deleted from 
the order form without performing a shopping memo registration. After the data is deleted from the 
order form 4, the system closes the shopping memo registration recommendation window 717 and 
updates the catalog window 500. 

0088 

"Display of shopping recommendation agent window 671 " 

When the user performs shopping memo registration, the system makes the shopping recommendation 
agent 633 active in the agent standby area 516, as shown in Fig. 29. At this time, if the user uses the 
mouse to click on the shopping recommendation agent 633, the system starts shopping recommendation 
agent processing 120, opens the shopping recommendation agent window 671, and displays a message 
recommending the purchase of alternative goods, as shown in Fig. 30. 

0089 

"Reference to cooking recipes" 

When the user presses the recipe button 510 shown in Fig. 1, the system starts cooking recipe display 
processing 1 14, and opens the cooking recipe window 73 1 illustrated in Fig. 3 1 . 

0090 

The cooking recipe window 731 is comprised of a classified list 732, cooking recipe selection tabs 733, 
and a cooking recipe display area 734. Moreover, the cooking recipe display area 734 is comprised of 
cooking titles 735, cooking recipe images 736, comments 737, ingredients 738, and methods of 
preparation 739. 

0091 

The following is a detailed description of the constituent elements. When the user uses a mouse to click 
on a classified list 732, the cooking classified names is displayed in the form of a pull down list. When 
the user uses a mouse to click on the information displayed, the cooking recipes are displayed for each 
classification. 

0092 

When the user uses a mouse to click on the cooking recipe selection tabs 733, the recipe that is being 
displayed is switched with another one. 

0093 

Ingredients 738 displays a list of names and required amounts. In the display, the system will emphasize 
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those items from the list that are in the goods information database. When the user clicks on the 
emphasize display parts, the system closes the cooking recipe window 73 1 and displays information about 
the goods for which the display is emphasized in goods individual display format 601. 

0094 

The method of preparation 739 displays a list of explanations. Also, if the user presses the button at the 
beginning of each explanation, the system displays a moving picture of a scene of actual preparation. 

0095 

"Reference to purchasing history" 

When the user presses the history button 512 illustrated in Fig. 1, the system starts purchasing history 
display processing 1 16 and opens the purchasing history display window 75 1 illustrated in Fig. 32. The 
system displays information about goods orders that the user has placed in the past in the purchasing 
history display window 75 1 . 

0096 

Be purchasing history display window 751 is comprised of list sort 752, display purchase period selector 
lists 753, display goods name selector lists 754, purchasing date selector tabs 755, purchasing history 
display area 756, selected goods display button 757, and a return to catalog button 758. Furthermore, 
the purchasing history display area 756 is comprised of item titles 32, standards 36, selling prices 38, 
number of shopping units 41, and monetary amount of shopping 658. 

0097 

The following is a detailed description of the constituent elements. The list sort 752, selected goods 
display button 757, and the return to catalog button 758 are the same as the list sort 652, selected goods 
display button 655, and the return to catalog button in the order form display window 65 1 . 

0098 

When the user uses a mouse to click on the display purchase period selector list 753, the system displays a 
pull down list of information relating to the display purchase time of the information for goods that have 
already been purchased. When the user uses a mouse to click on the information that is displayed, the 
system displays information about goods that have been purchased for the shopping date 61 pertaining to 
the period that is selected. 

0099 

With the same functions as the display purchase period selector list 753, when the user uses the display 
goods name selector list 754 to select information to display about goods that have already been 
purchased, the system displays the item title 32 information about goods that have been purchased 
pertaining to the display goods names that have been selected. 
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0100 

When the user uses a mouse to click the purchasing date selector tabs 755, the system switches to a 
separate date for the shopping date 61 of the information for goods that have been purchased. 

0101 

"Reference to personal catalog" 

When the user presses the file button 513 shown in Fig. 1, the system starts personal catalog display 
processing 117 and opens the personal catalog display window 771 that displays information about goods 
for which the user has performed personal catalog registration, as shown in Fig. 33. 

0102 

The personal catalog display window 771 is comprised of a list sort 772, personal catalog display area 
773, selected goods display button 774, returned to catalog button 775, personal catalog ad/delete button 
776, and a favorites list add/delete button 777. Moreover, the personal catalog display area 773 is 
comprised of the number of shopping units 41, item titles 32, standards 36, selling price 38, favorites 
flags 63, purchasing interval 64, and the number of units to be purchased 65. 

0103 

The following is a detailed description of the constituent elements. The list sort 772, selected goods 
display button 774, and the return to catalog button 775 functions are the same as the list sort 652, 
selected goods display button 655, and the return to catalog button 656 in the order form display window 
651 of Fig. 18. 

0104 

When the user presses the personal catalog ads/delete button 776, the system opens a window for personal 
catalog add/delete. 

0105 

When the user presses the favorites list add/delete button 777, the system opens a window for adding or 
deleting to or from the favorites list. 

0106 

The display content and display method for the number of shopping units 41, item titles 32, standards 36, 
and selling prices 38 in the personal catalog display area 773 are the same as those for the catalog display 
format 551, goods personal display format 601, and the goods name lists display format 631. The user 
can click the mouse to change the value of the number of shopping units 41 . The method of making the 
change is identical to that of the catalog display format 551, goods personal display format 601 and the 
goods name lists display format 63 1 number of purchasing units input function. 
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0107 

When the favorites flags 63 is ON when read from the Fig. 8 favorites flags, the icon format displays 
information to that effect on the left-hand side of the purchasing interval. 

0108 

"Other processing of the online shopping system 1 " 

Of the processes shown in Fig. 9, the following is an explanation of processes that have not been 
described thus far. When the user presses the inquiry button 509 in Fig. 1, the system starts inquiry 
processing 113. 

0110 

When the user presses the search button 51 1 in Fig. 1, the system starts goods name search processing 115. 
When the user presses the environment settings button 514 in Fig. 1, the system starts environment 
settings processing 118. 

0111 

"Closing the online shopping system 1 " 

As shown in Fig. 34, when the user presses the close button 515, the system starts close processing 125 
and shuts down the online shopping system 1 . 

0112 

Effect of the Invention 

As described above, the present invention allows users to instantly perform goods ordering while 
viewing goods information. Moreover, goods information is displayed in album format and 
classified according to each type, so users can immediately search and understand the content of 
goods information. 

0113 

Furthermore, the present invention allows users to immediately ascertain the total monetary 
amount of ordered goods while inputting the number of goods orders sets. 

0114 

Moreover, the present invention allows users to enjoy a good shopping experience that is 
economical and efficient in terms of time.
